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The “Times” and the Governor.

Qur esteemed and courteous contem-
porary, the Philadelphia Times, at some
length, explains that it has other causes
for complaint against Gov. Pattison’s
admimistration than his ** nomination of
a recorder and of sealers of weights and
measures before moving for the abolition
of these oflices ;” and, in illustration of
his “ fatal surrender ™ to Pilgrim leader
ship and the ** disorganization of the
honest Democracy,” it charges that
“ his attorney general, with his ap.
proval, had bargained away the large
plunder of the office of sealers of weights
and measures,”” and “ the failure to de:
mand the abolition of the office was
because of the Pilgrim contracls to
which he bad made himself a party."
With respect to this charge, poiot-
edly made before and now repeated, we
have said before that it is one for the
governor and his attorney general, at
whom it is aimed by Col. McClure, on
the authority, we understand, of Mr.
Josephs, to answer. If il isdenied, as it
has not yet been publicly, the issue thus
made will require the 775 to produce
the proof of its charge. Until that is
forthcoming the honest Democracy of
the state will not believe that any such
surrender to DPilgrim leadership was
made ; it certainly has not been fatal :
the reputable appointments of Messrs.
Iseminger and Sensenderfer were no evi
dence of it, and hence il had no disorga-
nizing tendency on the parly al large in
the state.

The Tiines indulzes in the diffuse and
vague charge that ** every great reform
demanded in this city, Lhat directly
affected the old Cameron bosses wilh
whom the Dilgrim Democriatic bosses
have afliliated and divided, has heen
defeated at Harrisburg,and by the Pil
grim mastery in legislation and in per
verting the power of the administration.”
This is not true. The editorial columuns
of the Times for mouths past bhave
borne witness Lo the contrary. The
proclamation of the CCommittee of One
Hundred, to the effect thal numerous
reform measures, which sought passage
in vain from former legislatures and
succeeded in this, have become laws
effectually contradicts the 7%ne.. These
measures had the sympathy and secured
the approval of the admimistration.

The defeat of the bill to repeal ** the
boss railway act of 1564, which the
Times calls * Lthe gravest failure in re-
form effort,” was not charreable to the
state administration in any sense. The
Times has at different. times held the oil
men, the speaker of tha IHouse, Mr.
Singerly, Mr. Cassily and olher in
fluences responsible for that [ailure.
And yet, far more than any of these, il
knows that incompetent nuwmagement of
the bill defeated it. It suffered most
from its friends, least (rom any influence
the attorney gencral had in the Legisla-
ture—if he exercised it at all—and none
from any interference of Gov. Pattison.

It is true that the present Legislatme
has not done all that could have been
hoped from it ; but what it has done of
a4 salutary character, it seems to us,
bas been largely in accordance with
the governor’s recommendations ; what

it has failed to do has not beea his faualt ;

and what it has done ill-advisedly, he
has largely corrected. On the whole
his admimstration has been wise, hon -
est and intelligent ; and it so strikes the
public judgment. In ils criticism of it
the INTELLIGENCER moves by just as
high a standard as the editor of Lhe
Tunes, who elaims that he ** can have
no personal disappointments in polities™
and *‘ asks only of public ofticials, hizh
and low, that they shall be faithful to
their solemn pledges to the people who
honored them.”

Separate Orphans Courts.

A Reading correspondent writes to us
in the matter of the orphans’ conrt
judgeship for Berks county, that the
law establishing the court was not de-
sired by the people ; that it was passed
without the Lhirty days advertisement
being given that the constitution re-
quires for proposed special legislation ;
that a remonstrance against it was pre
sented Lo the Senate, bui that it wasnot
read in the ITouse as it should have
been ; that the orphans’ court is held
in the county on but eleven days in the
year ; and that Judge ITagenman, who is
active in pressing Mr. Schwarlz into
this judgeship is not aiming Lo adorn
the bench with dignity, intellizence and
honor, and that it is too mueh his habit
to drag the judicial ermine in polili-
cal mire. i

We quite azree that Judge lagenman
has not a proper conception of the dig-
nity and duty of his position and that it
is unbecoming in him to exhibit him
self as an active politician. Still that is
“ the nature of the beast,” and the
judge probably can’t help it, but he cer-
tainly mistook his calling when he
sought the ermine, as a greal many of
our judges have done. Men who reacl
the bench by political intrigue cannot
change their natures and drop their
habits when they get there ; and they
cannot afford it, eitker, for the time of
their reelection comes around every ten
Yyears, and as they cannot earn a renomi
nation by merit they need to look out
for it by management.

We do not konow whelher or no the
Berks county people wanted this orphans’
court judgeship ; but our correspondent
does not state the case properly when he
alleges that there is only eleven days
business for the orphans’ court judge.
At present the common pleas judzes del-

their orphans’ court labors to au”

whom they appoint from the bar,
There should be ample business in Berks
county to keep an orphans’ court judge
busy during every day in the year ; but
there will be little business left for audi-
tors in the distribution of decedents’
estates. The simple question is whether
it is bettcr to have estates distributed by
& score or two of lawyers as auditors or
by one lawyer as a judge. The strength
of the argument is all in favor of the
distribation by a judge, as it should be
the cheapest, promptest and most effi-
cient way ; and would be if the judge is
fi.for his place. Itall turnson this.

By a good orphans’ court judge, Iwrh-l!'
court business would be well administer-
ed ; by a bad one it would be badly done,
and it would be much better to take
your chaunce with an auditor picked up
out of the bar.
The advertising of this law was prob
ably not required by the constitution, as
it does not. fairly come under the desig:
nation of a special law, the Legislature
being especially authorized to appoint
orphaus’ court judges in its discretion.
Berks county will have no reason to
complain of its judgeship if it gels a
good one. Now is the time for its peo-
pleto let their voice be heard. .\ good
man on the orphans’ court bench will be
worth a good deal to them; a poor
judge will be a very expensive nuisance,

sinor Ames rode over the bridge, and
Prerident Elliott welcomed his guests at
the door of Massachusetts ball. Thero
were present about fifty gentlemen, most
of the distinguished alumai, to a few of
whom the governor was presented. There
was no formality about the reception; in
fact, the Fovernor was left to his own re

sources and sought out and spuke with
two or three in the crowd whom he knew.
Among those present were: Hon. E. R.
Hoar, president of “he board of oversears ;
ex President Hill, of the University; Hon.
Charles Francis Adams, jr., Judge Lowe!ll,
of the U. B. circuit court; Judze Colburn,
of the supreme court, and members
of the college government. When the
procession marched toSanders’ theatre the
governur, with Hon. John Quniney Adams,
came next behind Presidenct Elliott. He
was greeted by silence as he took his seat
amony the notables on the platform and,
clad
adorned with the inavitable boutonuiere,
remained a passive listener to the orations
aud dissertations of the graduates, Pres-
ident. Elliott, whon these were endud,
conlerred degrees on the 207 members of
the graduatiog class and also anpounged
tho honoraey degrees. IFrancis A, Walker
of Boston, and Rev. Geoerge E. Ellis, D.
D., of Buston, received the degree of LL.
D. Rev. Charles Babbidye, of the elass of
'23, received the degree of D D, My,
DBabbidgze has been pastor of o cbinreh in
Pepperell for fifiy years and was ehaplain
of the first (Sixth) Massachusetts regi

ment which went out for three months.
President Elliott entertained the gover.
uor during the interim which succeedod
and escorted him into Memorial hisll at 2
o'clock.

The Alumm Dinner,

Fully one thousand alumni wef® present
at the dinuer, while undergraduates oceu
picd the galleries overlooking the dinner
tables. After Dean Gray, of the Divinity
sehool, had asked the diviue blessing and
the veteran Bibley had led in the singing
of the seventh psalm, Joseph 1I. Choate,
of New York, the presiding oflicer, felicit
cusly began the speech making, My,
Choate pointed cut pleasantly that the
governor, who sat at bis left, was present
as tho guest of the president and ftellows
and not of the alumpi and made several
other allusions, which could be taken
either as slaps or compliments, but which,
in the light of other words, were clearly
mtended in the lattor sense. The older
men amopg the alumui, promivent among
them being several well known oppounents
of Butler, refrained from applauding these
sallies, except when Mr. Choate aliuded to
Harvard’s hatred of shams, ‘Thon they
Jjoined in the demonstration started by the
younger men. Mr. Choats ansounced be
fore concluding his remarks that Samuel
J. Bridge, of DBoston, bad ordered an
ideal statue of John Harvard to be placed
in the quadrangle. Presideut Elliott, in
bis addrsss, stated that 3110,000 had bien
given to the college during the year, the
iucome of which is to be expendod as the
faculty may see tiv, and 360,000, the in-
come of which is to be ailded to the presi
dent’s salary.

Governor Bultler realized bis uncomfoit
able position whilo the president was
speaking. Ilo nervously chowed bhis
unlighted cirar and turped and twistad in
his chair. 1Te had just been shown the
last Life, with its buclosque of him iu Ins
predicament.

Uoveruor Butler's Sprech,

When he arose to speak be laid down o
bouguet of red roses which he had bad in
hiz hand. The younger portion of the
assemblage only cheered. His first sou-
tences lamented the poverty ol his boy-
bood, which compelled him to seck an
humbler alma mater than Harvard. Then
o recalled almost with tears that ns
» eldest son, the pride of his life, now dead,
! was a Harvard pgraduate. Fearing that
he was in daoger of breaking down uttder
the rush ol recollections he qnickly turned
to his official duty as the representative of
the state and eutered on an eloquent eun
comium of the commonwealth and the
college and their close legal rela
tions. “If,”" he said, “the collegs
has swung away in any degreo
from the affsctions of the people, swing
Ler back. Popularize her, bring her down
to the people and the people up to her and
make her what she was at the begionine
of the contury.” He spoke gratefully of
what Massachusetts owes to Harvard col
lege, suying : *“ In every timo of her dis
tress, in every time of her need, Harvard
¢ollego bas been the refuge of Massachu.
sotts, from the time whon smallpox drove
the Legislature ovut of Boston and you
took it into your Lall and gave
it a home; and then ths Legislitur:
burnt it up, or it took firo when
they were in it—not from any heat in the
Logislature—and Massachusetts rebuilt it.
Again, when your halls were wanted for
the barracks of Washington's troops, did
Harvard college objeet ? No, no.  With
the patriotism that distinguisbed the
fathers they left theso halls to ba occupicd
by the troops and went to the shades of o
neighboring town and there carried on thoe
studies in & very small building. Buat
when the war of the Revolution was ras-
ing and when Washingtho commanded
here the classes of Harvard were necessa:
rily small, for all its young men wore iu
the army of the country.”

Butler Cheered to the Eche,

Turning to the record of Harvard in the
rebellion, ho paid a glowing tribute to the
old chaplain of his Sixth regiment, Rev,
Mr. Babbidge, who had just roccive:d the
doctorate of divinity, and said : ** Har-
vard has done one thivg to day which, if I
felt, after the kind reception you have
given me, a thought of nnkindness toward
her, would wipe it all away.” This was
the governor's triumph. Every man in
the great hall joined in the applause until
the rafters rang again and again., Threc
cheers were called for and the venerable
clergyman rose and bowed and wept in
response. The remaining sentences of tho
governor's speech were elogistic of the
students of Harvard whose death at the
front is commemorated by the building in
which the company was assembled, and at
their conclusion the cheering was pro-
longed several minutes, the speaker rising
and bowing again and again,

AFIER YESTERDAX'S STORM.

The Damage Not 8 Great as nt First Re-
poried—Fiolde Washed in the Country
—Some uralu Spollad.

So far as can bo learned the damage by
the siorm: of Tuesday and Wednesday is
less than eould have besn reasonably ex-
pecied. Nossrious dwumze was dooe in
this city other than was yesterday report-
ed. Thefears that the Conestoza would
rise to o davgervus height aod dawmage
the bridges and sweep awasy the
erops along the bottom  lands, have not
beun gealized. The ereck coutinned to
rise until a late hour last mizht, submerg-
ing all the pumpsat the water works,
except the Worthington, but dving no
serious damage. Early this moruning the
stream bezan to fall, and is now with.
in its banks at all points, The report that
the city dam was in danges¢ of Lleing
swept away was purcly sensational. It
was at no time in dJdanszer, though a tlood
of water, some four or live feet 1 heizht,
swopt over its breast,

Officers of the Pennsylvanin aod Read-
ing railroads report a few washouts along
their 1espective lines, but no bridges were
damaged, and there was no serious deten-
tion to either passensor or freight trains,

Persons who have como in from the
country report the wheat, oats, grass and
coru badly beaten down, the level ficlds
overflowed and the hillsides in some
places very badly washed, but oo
the whols it is Dbeli'ved that the
storm dil a great deal more good than
harm. This was eortainly the result in
this city. All the surfave tilth has been
washed away from the streets and gutters,
tho sewers have been thoroughly tlushed,
and it is doubtful if Laincaster has for a
dozen years been as cloan aud tidy as it is
to-day.

E. M. Stauffer's mill dam near Chesi-
nut Level, was takon away by the tlood
of yesterday and all the tobaceo and grain
ficlds below it wore flooded and the crops
ruined ; the bridge at Loug's was so badly
washed out that it canoot bo used,

All over the Lwer eud of the county we
hear oi bridges gooo and travel will bo
considerably impeded.

The work of ropairing the Qunarryville
railroad track was guickly doue. A lorve
of workmen were busily eogaged along
the line yestorday and last pight, and the
first Lrain down accived at Qaarcyvills at
9 o'clock Last night.  Although the bridge
across the Uonestogn was bel.evad to be
unsafe it 15 all rieht aml no  danger is ex-
pected.  Below this bridge the track was
washed, but it bas been repaired. There
was a small washout at West Willow,
which was fixel yesterday afternoon. At
the Y, below New Providence, thero is
considorable dimage, which can bs re-
pired, however, while traivs aro passing
over the track,
